So the purpose of this meeting today
is for the Procurement Policy Board,
hereafter referred to as the PPB, to
consider the adoption of various changes
to the PPB rules.

The PPB rule changes under
consideration have thus far gone through
the requirements of the Citywi de
Admi nistrative Procedures Act, better

known as CAPA. All of the rule changes
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t hat are on today's agenda have been
publicly noticed, and the City has
provided the public an opportunity to
comment at a hearing that occurred this
summer, July 18, 2018.

Copies of all the public comments
were transmtted to each member of the
PPB. After today's vote by the PPB, the
rules that the PPB approves, if any,
will become effective on November 5,
2018.

At this time, I1'd Ilike to recogni ze
the Acting Director of the Mayor's
Office of Contract Services, Dan Symon,
to speak further on the proposed PPB
rul es.

MR. SYMON: Thanks.

The PPB proposes a rule change that
woul d effect various aspects of the PPB
rules, which I will now describe in
greater detail.

The proposed rule change would amend
Chapter 3 of Title 9 of the Rules of the
City of New York to create a new

sub-type of small purchase known as the
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M WBE Noncompetitive Small Purchase.
The M WBE Noncompetitive Small
Purchase mechani sm would all ow agenci es
to make purchases of goods and services
from M/WBEs in amounts not exceeding

$150, 000 without competition.

This proposed rule is authorized by
Charter Section 311(i) (1), added by
Chapter 504 of the 2017 Laws of New
York.

The proposed rule change would al so
amend Chapter 1 and Chapter 2 of Title 9
of the Rules of the City of New York to
escal ate the PASSPort enroll ment
threshold from $100, 000 up to $250, 000.

The threshold for enroll ment in
PASSPort was already increased by the
City Council through Local Law 72 of
2017, which amended Subsections
6-116.(2)(b) and (i) of the New City
Admi ni strative Code. This rule change
seeks to bring the PPB rules into
alignment with the provisions of the
Admi ni strative Code.

This rule change also seeks to
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har moni ze the use of the terms PASSPort
and VENDEX, which describe the City's
el ectronic vender management system

Finally, the proposed rule change
woul d amend Chapter 2 of Title 9 of the
Rul es of the City of New York to enable
the Comptroller to accept reproductions
of signatures in |lieu of original ink
signatures.

This change would be consistent with
applicable New York | aws governing
el ectronic contracts and signatures and
current trends favoring increased
acceptance of electronic records.

The text of these PPB rule changes
are featured on the PPB website, and is
included in the handout that |
di stri buted at the beginning of this
meeti ng.

MR. HATZAKI S: Thank you.

Il will now include the text of this
rule change into the record for this
meeting.

We are pleased to be working with

t he admi ni stration on our joint goals of

increasing efficiency in the procurement

process and adding tools for the City's

procurement to hold on to with diversity

and increase M WBE submi ssi on.

While the PPB rules that are being
amended today help the City take a step
in the right direction, there is still
| ot of work left to do in order to
moder ni ze procurement process,

(i naudi bl e) transparency, cost
effectiveness, and (i naudi ble) process,

and we | ook forward to working with

a

Admi ni stration in achieving those goals.
